They have, however, thought proper to lay before 
the Public all the material parts of their Corre- 
ſpondence, without keeping back from the eye of 
their inveterate enemy any one Letter addreſſed to, 
or written by them, except ſuch as contained mere 
repetitions of ſentiments expreſſed in former Let- 
ters, were conveyances, or notices of preſents of

impoſition, no other anſwer need be given to ſhew, 
that no concealment was intended, but that the

The Committee farther Reſolved, 


That in order to cauſe the Principles of the Revolution 
to be well underſtood, extenſively propagated, and firmly 
maintained; and to preſerve the glorious Fabric of the Britiſh 
_ Conſtitution; and to tranſmit the invaluable bleſſings of 
Public Freedom to Poſterity, unimpaired and improved, it 
becomes the People to eſtabliſh Societies throughout the

5 centrated Union of the true Friends of Public Liberty, 
which may be neceſſary to maintain its exiſtence. 

The Committee concluded their Report with congratu- 
lating the Members of the Society, as Men, Britons, and 
Citizens of the World, upon that noble ſpirit of Civil and 
Religious Liberty which had ſince the laſt Meeting ſo con-

exprefling their ardent wiſhes that the influence of ſo glo- 
rious an example may be felt by all Mankind, until Tyranny 
and Deſpotiſm ſhall be ſwept from the face of the globe, | 
and Univerſal Liberty and Happineſs prevail.

The Members of the Revolution Society in London re- 
queſt the Archbiſhop of Aix's acceptance of their beſt thanks 
for the Letter which he has directed to Earl Stanhope their 
Chairman, and for conveying to them the Vote of the Na- 
tional Aſſembly of France.

juſtice which this auguſt Aſſembly has done them, by im- 
puting their Addreſs to the influence of thoſe principles of 
univerſal benevolence which ought in all countries to bind 
together the friends of human liberty and happineſs. Their 
hearts are warmed with theſe principles; and they deſire 
nothing ſo earneſtly as that the time may foon come when 
they ſhall fo poſſeſs every human heart as to put an end to all jea- 
loufies between nations, exterminate oppreſſion and ſlavery, 
and caufe wars, thoſe dreadful errors of governments, 
to ceaſe in all the earth.

have avowed; and excite an ambition in every individual 
of our Society to merit a notice equally flattering and ho- 
nourable on the part of the Friends of the Conſtitution at 
Paris. | „ : 

We aſſured ourſelves, and now find with infinite ꝓlea- 
fure our expectations fully anſwered, that our imperfect 
. to celebrate the day, when the French Nation vin-

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/ dicated their Liberty, would be received with the fame 


benevolence by your Society, with which it was made by 
ours. | T1 

Diſtant as we were from the triumphant ſcene of Liberty 
and truePatriotiſm, exhibited atParis on the 14th of laſt July, 
we endeavoured, as much as it was in our power, to par- 
take with you in its exultation : being animated and enrap- 
tured with the idea, that twenty-four millions of freemen 
were then pledging themſelves to each other, by taking a 
ſolemn oath in the preſence of the Supreme Governor of 
the World, that they would maintain that Liberty which 
He had allotted to man as eſſential to the perfection of his 
nature.— Our hearts were with you on that day, and muſt 
ever continue with you in the cauſe of Freedom, eſtabliſhed, 
as it is, on the principles of your preſent conſtitution. — 
Eſſo perpetua !—May the French, as well as the Britiſh Con- 
ſtitution, preſerved in their puxity and vigour, be IMMORTAL |! 

Idem ſentire de Libertate is the firmeſt ground on which 
the friendſhip-and attachment of Nations can be formed, a 
congeniality of ſentiment in ſuch a cauſe, exempt as it is 
from ſelfiſhneſs, and free from prejudice, tends to promote 
the general good of mankind ; and is, by conſequence, the 
foundation of the moſt pleaſing, the moſt honourable, and 
the moſt beneficial connection and compact that can be en- 
tered into in the ſocial and civilized ſtate of man. We, 
therefore, agree, Sir, with your Society, that it would be 
happy for our Countries, and for the Nations around, if a 
ſacred Union could be formed between them in ſupport of 
univerſal FREEDOM. In the mean time let this Union be 
eſtabliſned among the Friends of Liberty, wherever they 
may be found. A meaſure of this fort becomes every day 


more and more neceſſary, as the partizans of Deſpotiſm, 


which are to be met with in all countries, even the freeſt, 
have taken the alarm at the progreſs you have made in the 
eſtabliſhment of your Conſtitution ; for, ſeeing, to the re, 
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proach of their vile principles, and in oppoſition to their 
ſordid intereſts, that the time is come, „when the hoary 
& head of inveterate Abuſe neither draws reverence, nor 
& can obtain protection,“ and therefore that their ancient 
ſyſtems, founded on favourite Gothic and Monkiſh preju- 


dices, muſt be overthrown, they burſt out into ſuch an | 


unſeemly rage, that if their power was equal to their malig- 
nity, and their actions as outrageous and unmeaſured as 
their words, it is evident there is no baſeneſs and no crime 
which their ſycophantic proſtitution to monarchical, ariſto- 
cratical, and eccleſiaſtical arrogance would heſitate to com- 
mit, for the ſubverſion of Freedom, and, of courſe, for 


the degradation of human nature. 


For our part, convinced as we are, that it is for the in- 
tereſt and honour of our Country; and, what is more, that 
it is for the intereſt and honour of human nature in ge- 
neral, to with and endeavour to promote the extenſion of 
Freedom throughout the World, we cannot but admire the 
liberal manner in which the Engliſh and American Revolu- 
tions are mentioned by you; and applaud, at the ſame time, 


the noble uſe you have made of thoſe great actions, by 


adopting their principles and ſpirit, to which your Revo- 
lution, by ſuch adoption, muſt neceſſarily give freſh energy 
and effect among the neighbouring Nations ; and thereby 
make thoſe events infinitely more meritorious, becauſe more 
generally beneficial, than they before appeared either to the 
people of Great Britain, or to the Citizens of the United: 
States of North America. 

France, that was ever held in admiration by the whole 
World, now demands, as of right, ſomething more ſolid 


than applauſe. She merits the univerſal eſteem, and avowed 


cordiality, not merely of the wiſe and good, but of the po- 
litician of every Country, by her declaration, that whatever 
Her power may be (and to what power may not the energy 
of Freedom attain ?) it 2 be exerted on in 2 ; 


and, 
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and, conſequently, that it ſhall, by no means, be employed 
in the invaſion of the liberties of others. 

Thus wiſely proteſting againſt the Wars of ambition, as 
the ſnares laid by Deſpotiſm to enſlave, by plunging the 
inconſiderate multitude in the expence of oppreſſive taxa- 
tion, your Nation endeavours, as all other Nations ought 
to do, to baniſh out of the World this enemy to Freedom, 
and her handmaid, Commerce ; well knowing, that a free 
and mercantile people, delighting in war, will, like the 
monarchical, yet induſtrious Bees, “ I/ud irritabile genus,” 
become drones : if, in their blind rage to wound the rights 
and intereſts of others, they part with their own entrails,

We cannot, Sir, but ſee the excellence of your Revolu- 
tion in another peculiar point of view, if we add to theſe 
characteriſtics of that great work, the liberality, the wiſ- 


dom, and the juſtice which the National Aſſembly has 


ſhewn in acknowledging the rights, and ſecuring the en- 
joyment of Freedom to every Frenchmen, in whatever part 
of the World he may be : making him a partaker and joint - 


_ Inheritor with yourſelves of that Liberty which France had 


acquired. By this you declare, to the reproach of ancient 


and modern politics, hat Freedom is not a local claim; and 


that the rightful power of ſovereignty is veſted in one and 
all: thereby attaching and uniting your numerous ſettle- 


ments, however diſtant they may be, in one common cauſe 


and general intereſt. „ 

Purſuing this wiſe and noble policy, even conqueſt has 
been rendered by you a bleſſing to the conquered. — The 
fubjugated Corſicans are now free: they are Frenchmen, 
enjoying, like Frenchmen, the inherent rights of man,— 
This act of magnanimity alone proves you are worthy of the 
Freedom you have eſtabliſhed, and that by giving to all an 
intereſt therein, you well know the ſureſt means of main- 


_ taining it. By this conduct you have wiped away the re- 
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proach long thrown, with too much reaſon, on the ſpivit 
of Liberty, as being a ſelfiſh paſſion; which it certainly is, 
whenever it oppoſes or manifeſts a jealouſy of the Freedom 
of others; and therefore we may conclude that it is not, at 
leaſt in France, as it was in ancient Rome, where Liberty 
was in the centre, and Tyranny in the extreme parts: the 
National Aſſembly, better inſtructed in the principles of 
political government, having made the circumference, as 
well as the centre of their Empire, free by fundamental 
laws: uniting the numerous territories of France into one 
vaſt empire of Freedom. 
Theſe, and many other reflections that might be made 
on the conduct of your Revolution, and on the principles 
of it, reſulting from the genuine ſpirit of Liberty, cannot 
but recommend your cauſe to every ingenuous mind. The 
ſtateſman, or the nation, that does not applaud the libera- 
lity of your ſentiments, and does not endeavour to form 
the cloſeſt connection with a people poſſeſſing them, is too 
political, to be either juſt or humane—we truſt, they will 
have the fulleſt operation in this Country, which, as a 
Country profeſſing the ProteſtantReligion, hath yet another 
ſtrong motive for forming the firmeſt union with you. 
Yes, Sir, the liberality and generoſity of your policy, in 
not merely tolerating but inviting our religious brethren to 
return, by reſtoring to them their ancient patrimonies, 
from which they had been driven by the folly and wicked- 
neſs of former times, ought to conciliate to the French na- 
tion the afſfection of every Proteſtant, and diſpoſe him to 
bleſs a Revolution productive of ſo much juſtice, virtue, and 
humanity. In this action, which affords a precedent worthy 
of the imitation of the World, we ſee you, not contented 
with aſſerting and ſecuring your own rights, but acknow- 
ledging and reſtoring to thoſe who had long ceaſed to be 
Frenchmen, by having become the ſubjects of foreign 
States, the rights and property of which they had been for 
| | ages 
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ages deprived, It is thus, Sir, that you not only guard 
againſt the return of fanaticiſm and deſpotiſm, which, hither- 
to acting in alliance, have cauſed ſo much miſchief among 
the ſons of men; but endeavour to repair the evils, as far 
as it is inyour power, which have been na occafioned - 
by thoſe peſts of Society. 

Go on, Sir ; and may that auguſt body, the National Aſ- 
ſembly, firmly ſupported by the generous and the brave, 
make your glorious Revolution a blefling to you, by eſta- 
bliſhing your Empire of Freedom on the ſureſt foundation, 
and a light to thoſe, who now ſit overwhelmed in the 
darkneſs of deſpotiſm!

SPEECH of Menfieur FRANCAIS of NAavTEs—to the Com- 
mittee aſſembled — 29 Sept. 1790, at the London Tavern. 


Gentlemen, 


WE here offer you the EY withes, the thanks, and the 
reſpect of a Society of Patriots formed in one of the chief 
cities of France to maintain the laws of their new Republic. 
Lou, Gentlemen, have applauded the noble and generous 
ſtruggles of a Nation, whoſe ſpirit and knowledge could 70 
longer brook the odious yoke of arbitrary power. You have 
ſhewn yourſelves not only Engliſh citizens, but you have 
likewiſe proved that you feel for the interęſt of all mankind ; 
and that fituated as we are, we have juft claims to the good 
wiſhes of every nation, and even of every virtuous and en- 
lightened individual.—You have ſeen beſides, that the eſta- 
bliſhment of our new Conſtitution would be the means of 
preſerving an uninterrupted peace between our two Nations:

Gentlemen, London, March 17, 1791. 
IT would have been to our honour, as it certainly was 
our duty, to have immediately acknowledged the receipt of 
your very polite Addreſs to us on the 1ſt of September; a 
duty which would have been diſcharged long before this, 
had the Meetings of our Society been ſufficiently attended to 
have treated your Hattering Correſpondence with the reſpect 
due to it. 

It is impoſſible for us not to ſee, in the eſtabliſhment of 
the French Conſtitution, of which You, Gentlemen, have- 
declared yourſelves the Friends and defenders, the conſecra- 
tion of the nobleſt and trueſt principles on which the in- 
ternal Government of any Country can be founded; and on 
which an external Union among the Nations of the Wars 
can be maintained. 

It was in this light that we regarded your Celebration 
of the ever-memorable 14th of July; and endeavoured, 
diſtant as we were from the glorious Scene then exhibited 
at Paris, to partake of its joy.—But we now find, ſuch is the 
liberality of your ſentiments in attributing the preſent con- 
duct of your Nation to the Example ſet by our Country, that 
we had a right to exult in the Triumphs of your Revolution, 
as a conſequence of that which was brought about by our 
Anceſtors a Century ago.—Permit us, then, ſince you, 
Gentlemen, have the greatneſs of mind to declare it to the 
whole World, that our Nation has taken the lead in the 
cauſe of Liberty, to glory in our Revolution, as a bleſſed 
Work ! now operating by the influence of its Spirit in 
France; and ultimately, adopted, as it is, by ſuch a power» 
ful and enlightened Nation, extending itſelf to the neigh- 
bouring Countries for the general benefit of Mankind. 
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Should Lou allow that our Pride, is in this inſtance an 
honeſt pride, it will be incumbent on us to make a right uſe 
of it; to take care that We do not live merely on the credit 
of our Anceſtors ; or at leaſt, that we do not diſgrace them, 
and ſhew ourſelves unworthy of the Liberty we enjoy, by 
invading, or countennncing the invaſion, of the Liberties of 
others. 

Actuated by theſe principles, it will be our Duty to pro- 
teſt, as we now do, againſt all Wars of Ambition, fomented 
by Deſpotiſm; and for this purpoſe to promote, as far as 
our influence may extend, the ſtricteſt Alliance with the 
French Nation, that Peace, Virtue, and Liberty, may, by 


ſuch a Confederacy, be eſtabliſned among all the Nations of 


the World. 

It is with the greateſt pleaſure that we find your Auguſt 
Body, the National Aſſembly, reprobating in future the 
Military Conqueſts of Deſpotiſm, which has no ſenſe of the 
means of acquiſition, but the brutality of Force, Lour 
Ambition tends to Conqueſts more glorious, not merely be- 
cauſe they are more difficult, but are equally beneficial both 
to the Conquerors and Conquered. It is an influence over 
the willing minds of Freemen, and not the Subjugation of 


the Bodies of Slaves, that your Nation aims at; and there- 


fore, by founding the right of Government on opinion, and 
not on force, We already ſee ſome of your Neighbours 


eager to partake of the bleflings of ſuch a Conſtitution, by 


becoming Frenchmen. This redounds to the honour both 
of the Conſtitution and of the Government you have formed; 
which cannot but produce ſtill greater good in the World, 

when ſuch are their {þr/7 fruits. |

—Good Kin gs are always the Friends of Free- 
dom, and therefore their Names ought ever to be held in 
the higheſt honour by Freemen.—Convinced of this, the 


very 
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very name of Louis, as it is þorne by him whom you con- 


ſider as One of the beſt and moſt juſt of Princes, was, we 


find, celebrated by you with becoming Pomp on the 25th | 
of Auguſt; a day moſt intereſting to-every Frenchmen, and 
glorious in itſelf z but made more ſo to you by the ſolemn 


reception of the Banner of Freedom, tranſmitted from your 
Brethren, and if we may take the Liberty of ſaying it, our 
Brethren too at Paris, as a pledge of Union, that does, and 
ought ever to ſubſiſt, among the virtuous and the brave. 
Happy are we to find, that immediately after you had diſ- 
charged theſe firſt great duties to your Country, and to thoſe 


Civic Soldiers, whom the example, ſolicitations, and threats 


of the Enemy will never corrupt, you deigned to take to 
yourſelves the effuſions of congratulation, benevolence, and 
cordiality originally addreſſed to the Friends of the French 
Conſtitution at Paris, but which you juſtly thought extend 
themſelves, as they were certainly meant to do, to every 
part of your Empire of Freedom. 


That the Partizans of Deſpotiſm, who are to be found in 
all Countries, for it muſt be confeſſed with ſhame and ſor- 
row, they are to be found even in 2his Country, ſhould en- 


deavour to infuſe a Jealouſy and diſtruſt of the Naval pro- 
ceedings of our Government, is not ſurpriſing. Fallacy and 
falſehood are the inſtruments of baſeneſs and cowardice. 
They who have been long practiſed in them, will not at 
once deſiſt from their uſe; nor indeed can they do it with- 


out giving up their profligate cauſe, ſupportable only by the 


vileſt means. 

Let it be our part to treat with contempt and abhorrence 
theſe wretched calumniators, together with their ridiculous 
aſſociates, the ſophiſtical declaimers and ſatiriſts of the 
times. We will cordially join with you in oppoſing to their 


efforts, ſuggeſted by ſelfiſhneſs and folly, the coolneſs of 
Reaſon, of Liberty, and true Courage, which ſcorns the 


ſenſe of fear. Let us even go farther ; let us make them, 
proſtitutes 
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proſtitutes as they are, the means of promoting the pureſt 
cauſe: for if Freedom is true to itſelf, every thing becomes 
ſubject to it; and its very Adverſaries are Inſtruments in its 


hands for the ad vancement of its Intereſts. 


Be not then alarmed at the Armaments of this Country; 
you have already ſeen they were not ſet forth offenſively to 
you z and much leſs regard with terror the concerted con- 
ſpiracy of all Europe againſt your Liberties, if any ſuch could 
be formed, all Hiſtory teaching us, that great and unprin- 
cipled combinations have ever been ineffectual for the purpoſes 
for which they were entered into; and that their intended 
miſchief. eventually fell on the heads of their promoters; and 
in particular, Hiſtory, both ancient and modern, points out to 


England the folly of invading France. Let not the madneſs 


of former times be reyewed ! May We ever approach your 
Shores as Friends, and with a tenderneſs, generoſity, and 
ſenſibility equal to your own ; and may we take our leave of 
you with that admiration and eſteem which your preſent 
glorious endeayours inſpired in the breaſt of all who have of 
late viſited your Country of freedom. 

Yes, Gentlemen, we will now viſit you, not merely to 
indulge ourſelves in pleaſures and repoſe, but for the recol- 
lection of, and perfection in that great leſſon, which your 
liberality of manners fuppoſes was originally taught by us.

THE moſt reſpectful acknowledgment ought to have 
been made long ſince, on our part, of the receipt of the 
very polite Letter which you did us the honour of tranſ- 
mitting to us ſome months ago; and it would have been 
immediately made, had our Society been attended by a ſuf- 
ficient number of its Members to have rendered it worthy 
of your acceptance. 

The Friends of the Revolution in England cannot but 
think themſelves honoured, in the higheſt degree, in find- 
ing their Eſtabliſhment into a Society, has given occaſion for 
forming in France ſimilar Societies on the baſis of Liberty; 
and, in particular, of the Society of the Friends of the 
French Revolution aſſembled at Alx; as Afociations. of 
this kind are neceſſary in all Countries for the maintenance 
of the ſpirit of Liberty, and particularly in France, where its 
utmoſt exertions are at this time moſt eminently laudable and 
neceſſary. For, let the virtuous and the free unite themſelves 
together in a ſacred: band, and they will ſhame Vice, and 
baniſh Deſpotiſm out of the World. The general Union 


of the French Nation, compoſed of the Citizen and the 


Soldier blended together, an Union ſo pleaſing to the 
Friends of Freedom, and ſo odious, becauſe ſo formidable, 
to the partizans of Deſpotiſm, muſt, preſerved in its pu- 
rity and vigour, enſure the Liberty, and, of courſe, the 
Happineſs of your whole Empire. Believe us, that it is 
our wiſh that it may have hat effect, and extend its bleſſed 
influence throughout the World. 

Young as your Liberty is, its voice is ſtrong ; its features 


are fair; its limbs manly, and robuſt; and being well-ſet. 


and connected together, aſſures us, that your infant Her- 
cules poſſeſſes in his cradle a ſound conſtitution, and a 


ſtrength 
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ftrength ſufficient to ſtrangle that three-headed monſter of 
Society, Monarchical, Ariſtocratical, and Eccleſiaſtical Ty- 
ranny. In doing this, you will cruſh, or indeed we truſt 
you have already done it, the inſupportable arrogance of the 
Nobles and the Prieſts, acting in alliance with, and indeed 
conſtituting the very eſſence of Deſpotiſm. By thus check- 
Ing its Tyranny you have legitimated Monarchy. You have, 
for the firſt time, legalized it in the French Government. 
It is now ſanctiqned by being made, with the conſent of all, 
a part of the Conſtitution, in which it may act with honour 

to itſelf, and ſafety to the People. | 
Thus renovated, and thus united, as the whole French 
Nation is for the maintenance of Liberty, it is not a com- 
bination of all the Monarchical, Ariſtocratical, and Eccle- 
ſiaſtical Uſurpers of the Sovereignty of the People, that can 
i deprive you of your aſſerted Rights. Malicious and malig- 
h nant as theſe enemies of Society may be, they have no one 
principle on which a firm confederacy can be formed be- 
tween them; they have an internal weakneſs, of which they 
are all conſcious, that will defeat their deepeſt projects ; 
| and rather accelerate than retard the conſequences which 

they dread the moſt. 

4 Woe! therefore, to any Country that may endeavour 
to diſturb the Conſtitution you have eſtabliſned; and, 
ſhame! ſhame! even to our own Country, ſhould ſhe make 
the attempt ; for ſurely it is not for Engliſhmen to join in 
a conſpiracy againſt Liberty. It is not for Engliſhmen, who 
cannot but recollect the folly of their ancient Wars with 
France, reſulting from their Norman Monarch's pretended feu- 
dal claims, to plunge themſelves in all the horrors of War, 
for the ſupport of the claims of others, grounded on that 
abominable ſyſtem. And it cannot be either for the in- 
tereſt, or the honour of Engliſhmen, to Juſtify, in any de- 
gree, by their conduct on this occaſion, the arrogance which 
their Anceſtors reprobated in Louis XIV, when, ſupporting 
| | the 
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the cauſe of King James, he endeavoured to ſubvert the 
Conſtitution of Freedom, eſtabliſhed in 1688 by their glo- 
rious Revolution.—An avowal of theſe ſentiments, on our 
part, will not, it is hoped, be unacceptable to you, Gentle- 
men, whoſe Correſpondence. we are proud of, and for 
| which we have acknowledged ourſelves highly indebted to 
the Society eſtabliſhed at Alx. We are,

IHE letter which has been conveyed to me by your 
excellent fellow- citizen and co- patriot M. de Rochefoucauld, 
brought me a teſtimony of your approbation, on which I 
ſet a high value.

—Influenced by that 
opinion, we preſumed to offer to the French Nation our 
ſincere Congratulations on the ſucceſs of their late virtuous 
exertions in favour of Liberty; and in return, accept every 
additional teſtimony of their good-will towards us with the 
higheſt ſatisfaction. : 

The contention for power, which has hitherto, unfortu- 
nately for ourſelves and the reſt of mankind, exiſted between 
France and this Country, we hope has now for ever termi- 
nated; and that in future we ſhall only be ambitious of 
excelling each other in knowledge and true benevolence. 
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Such a truly noble conteſt cannot fail bf ſecuring to both 
Countries domeſtic felicity, and of ultimately extending the 
bleſſings of Peace among all the Nations of the Earth. But 
we think genera! Freedom muſt precede wniverſal Peace; 
and that the example you have recently given muſt be imi- 
tated throughout the World, before Wars completely, ceaſe. 

The project of the worthy Abbe de St. Pierre muſt ever 
be impracticable, and even inexpedient, amongſt Nations 
ſolely governed by the Miniſters of Kings, or the Deputies 
of an Ariſtocracy.— For, if ſuch inſtruments of corruption 
even attempted to carry it into effect, they would pervert 
its excellent purpoſes, and convert a ſcheme contrived for 


the happineſs of human nature, into a eee againſt the 
Rights of Men. 
We are extremely obliged to you for your polite . a 


ſions of regard, and your attachment to the Revolution in our 
own Country, which it is our particular object to celebrate. 


—By that event, and one more awful, which preceded it, 


our Anceſtors inſtructed mankind to puniſh Tyrants, and 


reſiſt the encroachments of Deſpotiſm; but you have given 


to us, their deſcendants, a more excellent leſſon, by anni- 
hilating every ſpecies of oppreſſion, and in its place com- 
pletely eſtabliſhing civil, political, and religious Liberty. 


That the influence of your example may produce ſimilar 


effects in every quarter of the Globe is our ſincere deſire;

Gentlemen, 5 London, April 5, 1791. 
THE Revolution Society of London are extremely obliged 


to you for the polite manner in which you have communi- 
cated to them the Addreſs of the Society of the Friends of 


the 
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the Conſtitution eſtabliſhed at Touns; and are happy in 
having an opportunity of aſſuring you how much they 
admire your ſentiments of univerſal benevolence and 
true policy.— The period, we hope, will very ſoon ar- 
rive, when the only contention between our reſpec- 
tive Nations will be, which can moſt contribute to the 
information and advantage of each other, and the reſt of 
mankind.

Pardon us, that we have thur mentioned His Name in the 
freſhneſs of your ſorrow ; but Death has ſanctioned and 
conſecrated it to the uſe of Man, for the maintenance of the 
ipirit, and propagation of the principles of Liberty.— In- 
fluenced and inſpired by its ſound, other Mirabeaus may 
aſcend your Roſtrum—it is a name, regiſtered inthe Archives 
of Freedom, and canonized for the veneration of Ages to 
come; not by Superſtition, but by Patriotiſm.—« Vivit, 
& yivetque per omnem fzxculorum Memoriam, dum hæc 
ec noſtra Civitas Francorum (quam ille animo vidit, ingenio 
& complexus eſt, vigillis conſtituit, Eloquentiaque illumina- 
“ vit) manebit incolumis.”

We were highly flattered with thoſe ſentiments of eſteem 
and regret which you were pleaſed to expreſs on the melan- 
choly deceaſe of a celebrated Member of this Society. Dr, 
PrIct was indeed a great and good Man: though indefa- 
tigable in the purſuit of every object that could be beneficial 
to Mankind, he conceived his labours crowned, and his toil 
in a manner recompenſed, in finding that the ſacred Flame 


of Liberty, which he himſelf had ever cheriſhed in bis 


boſom, had not been entirely loſt ; but that in both this and 
the other Hemiſphere it had ſprung with renovated ardor, 
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and that its genial warmth ſtill promiſed to be more ex- 
tenſively and widely diffuſed. | | 

In the honours which with pleaſure we ſee you decreed 
to his memory, by wearing at two of your Meetings the ex- 
terior habit of mourning and of ſorrow, we are inclined to 
view only the emblem and repreſentation of that more inward 
grief and affliction with which your hearts ſeem to be fo 
deeplypenetrated. We could not read your Letter without the 

ſame emotions, and without ſympathiſing for the loſs We 
| mutually ſuſtained 3 for, though more immediately a Citizen 
of England, he was no leſs intereſted for the civil and 
religious Liberty of the whole World, and for the * 
and welfare of Human Nature. 

In the imitation of bis Virtues, the Young Patriots of

Gentlemen, it is not for us to diſpute your Intereſt in 


him, whom you make your own by a congeniality of Senti- 
ment, but rather to glory that our Country had produced 
a Man ſo worthy of your applauſe. Yes, the principles of 
Doctor Price are the property of the whole Univerſe, and 
will be claimed as ſuch by every part of it, that hath ſenſe 
or ſpirit to approve and adopt them. You have ſown in 
your preſent Conſtitution the ſeeds of all his virtuous ſenti- 
ments, however exotic they were formerly to you under

Gentlemen, we intreat your pardon; we are grieved even 
of our apparent negle& of your Correſpondence ; for, be 


aſſured, that our ſilence was but an apparent, and not an in- | 


tentional diſregard—we admire your manly and generous 
ſentiments, and applaud from our hearts that firmneſs and 
enthuſiaſm with which you and all France ſupport the cauſe 
of Liberty, on which private, public, and . 8 
neſs ſo much depends. 

Gentlemen, had we returned « an inumediats anſwer to 
your very intereſting Letter, we ſhould have taken the ut- 
moſt pains to convinee you, that it is not poſſible the 


Engliſh People at large ſhould act ſo traiterouſly to the 


cauſe of Liberty, and ſo injuriouſly to the rights*of Man, as 
to aim at the ſubverſion of your preſent Conſtitution until 
they are ſo thoroughly corrupted, as baſely to barter away 
their own freedom (for it cannot be forced from them), and, 
at the ſame time, ceaſe to think like Freemen, as well as to 
be free. Let it not then be imagined for the reputation of 
this Country, and, what is more, for the honour of human 
nature, that this will ever happen; you now find that the 
alarms, which your Enemies excited in you ſometime ago 
with reſpect to the condu&t of our Government, were 
groundleſs. Truſt us, that we ſhall be, as we ought to be, 
for our own intereſt and honour, generous Friends and 
faithful Allies. 

We cannot but be moſt ſenſible and nj of the honour 
you do our Society in applying to us for a knowledge of 
thoſe principles and maxims, on which * is founded, 
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and by which is may be 5 %½ maintained — but it is not for 
thoſe who live upon the credit and ſtock, laid up for them 
by their Anceſtors a Century ago, and to which, it muſt be 
confeſſed, no addition has ſince been made, to attempt the 
inſtruction of a Nation, which has manifeſted a boldneſs of 
conception that ſhews an originality and a ſimplicity in the 
formation of Government, which Nature alone could dic- 
tate; and which the contradictory principles of a motley 
ſyſtem, how much ſoever boaſted of, would weaken = 
deform. 

France, and not England, is now the inſtructreſs of the 
World, in the rights of Men! It is from her ſoil, in every 
part of which nature now ſhews herſelf moſt vigorous, that 
the roots of Liberty are to be tranſplanted; and therefore, 
whilſt your Society cultivates its fruits and flowers to the 
utmoſt perfection at the foot of the Pyrennees, their odour, 
ſpreading far and near, muſt ſoon ſtrike the ſenſes of thoſe 
to whom the greateſt ſweets are at preſent offenſive, and the 
very Birds of the Air, as well as the Winds of Heaven, 
which the Jealous Cowardice of Deſpotiſm cannot prevent 
blowing where they liſt, will bear and ſcatter their prolific 
ſeeds over the neighbouring lands.

If the deciſion of your conduct on this great Occaſion, ſo 
intereſting to the honor and happineſs of France, excited 
our higheſt approbation and applauſe, ſurely We cannot feel

the dignity of man throughout the World, by waving with 
you the banners of Univerſal Peace and Univerſal Liberty.—

pleaſure do we obſerve the civility and politeneſs which in- 
duced yon to addreſs us in our native language. That of the 


French we, with other civilized Nations of Europe, ever 
cultivated for its acknowledged harmony and urbanity,

W E embrace the opportunity of the 


firſt Meeting of the Committee of the Revolution So- 
ciety, ſubſequent to the atrocious Riots which have 


taken place at Birmingham, to expreſs our concern and 


regret at thoſe acts of lawleſs violence, by which you 


have been ſo great a ſufferer, and which have reflected 


ſuch extreme diſhonour on this age and on this nation. 


It might have been preſumed, that the moſt ignorant 


and lawleſs Savages would not have been induced to 
commit ſuch depredations on the houſe and property 
of a man of ſuch diſtinguiſhed merit as yourſelf, to 
whom the whole ſcientific world has been ſo eminently 
indebted, and in whoſe Works thoſe principles of equal 
Liberty have been aſſerted, and maintained, which would 
protect even the loweſt of the human ſpecies from vio- 
lence and oppreſſion. As a political Writer, you have 


been employed in diſſeminating the moſt juſt and ra- 
tional ſentiments of Government, and ſuch as are in a 


very high degree calculated to promote general Free- 
dom and Happineſs. 
The conduct of the Birmingham Rioters implied in 


it a complication of ignorance and brutality, which it 


is 


„ 
is aſtoniſhing to find, at the preſent period, in ſuch a 
country as Great Britain. Nothing but the moſt exe- 
crable bigotry, united to ignorance the moſt contempti- 
ble, could lead any body of men to ſuppoſe, that ſuch 
acts of violence as were lately exerciſed at Birmingham 
againſt yourſelf and other reſpectable Diſſenters in that 
town and its neighbourhood, could be juſtified by any 
difference of opinion. We hoped that the age had 
been more enlightened ; that it had been univerſally 
admitted, that no country can be poſſeſſed of Freedom 
in which every man is not allowed to worſhip God ac- 
cording to the dictates of his own conſcience, and in 
which he is not permitted to defend his opinions. We 
hoped, alſo, that the principles of Civil Liberty had 
been ſo well underſtood, and ſo univerſally adopted, 
that few would have been found in this country who 
would not ſincerely have rejoiced in the emancipation 
of a neighbouring Kingdom from 'Tyranny, and in ſuch 
events as are calculated to promote general Liberty and 
Happineſs. | | 
It is with exultation and triumph that we ſee the ſuc- 
ceſs of the late juſt, neceſſary, and glorious Revolu- 
tion in France; an event ſo pregnant with the moſt 
important benefits to the world, that not to rejoice in 
it would be unworthy of us as Freemen, and as Friends 
to the general rights of human nature; and to aſcribe 
to the commemoration of the French Revolution the 
late devaſtations committed at Birmingham, would be 
to inſult the underſtandings of mankind. 
We are ſorry to find, that ſo many of our Country- 
men ſtill need to be inſtructed in the firſt principles of 
Civil and Religious Freedom. But we {till hope that 


the period is not far diſtant, when the common rights

of mankind will be univerſally acknowledged; when 
Civil and Ecclefiaſtical Tyranny ſhall be baniſhed from 


the face of the earth, and when it will not be found 
practicable to procure any licentious mobs to ſupport 
the cauſe of an ignorant and intereſted intolerance.

Gentlemen, 
THE honour, which 5 been conferred upon us by 


various Patriotic Societies in every part of France, on ac- 


count of our avowed admiration and applauſe of your 


glorious Revolution, receives an additional luſtre by the 


liberal manner in which we find, by your animated Addreſs 
of the 16th of October, our benevolence and cordiality 


towards the whole French We, are felt and acknow-- 


ledged by you. 


Brave Bretons! we know you well; and, therefore, 
cannot but reſpect your Correſpondence in the higheſt 


degree. We are not unacquainted with the hiſtoric relation- 
ſhip between us.—We prize it, as we ought.—Permit us, 


however, to confeſs at the ſame time, that we value much 
more the preſent affinity, congeniality, and ſameneſs of 
our ſentiments in the cauſe of Virtue and of Freedom, as 
being more capable of eſtabliſhing between us a firmer, a 
dearer, a more honourable, and a more uſeſul connection, 
than can be grounded on a remote and worn out conſangui- 
nity; for, we are but too ſenſible, to the ſhame of the 


human race, that the remembrance of our common extrac- 
tion, and of the great bond of Chriſtian fraternity and 


union, have * made but little ipprefiign on the 
world. | 

The privileges enjoyed * the Province of Brittany, 
certainly tended to its proſperity, as the vindication of 
them by your Anceſtors, when all National character wag 
loſt, affords a juſt ground of pride to you, their deſcen- 
dants.—The preſervation of- them naturally animated you 


to reſiſt oppreſſion, dictated by the cowardly jealouſy of 


Deſpotiſm, which Juftly conſiders the leaſt pretence to 
R 4 | Liberty 
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Liberty as derogatory to the only right it enjoys—if it may 


be called a right - the right of Injuſtice. Ves, Gentlemen, 
we know, you braved your Miniſterial Tyrants to the teeth 


before their fangs were plucked out: we have had amongſt 


us one of your reſolute countrymen, Monſieur Du Conedic z 
who deſerved, and met with, unbounded applauſe, in one 


of our public Aſſemblies, for the unconquerable ſpirit he 


had ſhewn in His own Country, and the aſſurances he gave 
us, in your name, of your attachment and cordiality to 
ours. 

But, however important and honourable your privileges 
might have been during the general wreck of all natural and 
national rights, they are now contemptible, and would be 
a reproach, if it was poſſible for you to poſſeſs them, in the 
preſent general regeneration of your auell conſtituted Go- 
vernment of equal laws and equal rights.—No; men who 
are really free, as Frenchmen now moſt gloriouſly are, 
laugh at the word, Privilege, —Liberty, they know, is not a 
conceſſion, but a right; an univerſal right; and, therefore, 
ought to be enjoyed by all, as it ought to be claimed by all, 
not only for their own happineſs, but for that of their 
poſterity.— This makes the poſſeſſion of it, not merely a 


right, but a duty; it being the beſt means of enabling us 


ro diſcharge the great and effential offices and duties of 
life, which we are bound to perform not only to ourſelves, 
but to God, and to man, in order that the World may be 
blefſed with a far greater portion of virtue and of happineſs, 
than it has hitherto experienced, from what has been pro- 
fanely and knaviſhly denominated in moſt Countries, reli- 
gion and government. 

England appeared for a long while in the ſyſtem of 
Europe, as a privileged State, enjoying, as ſhe did, an 
excluſive and peculiar poſſeſſion of Liberty. We rejoice 
that ſhe is not ſo now; and, that France has vindicated her 
right to a 4 Ran of * truſting, at the ſame 

| time, 
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time, that the reſt of the World will follow her example. 


We exult at this thought, as it would ill become us to ſhew, 


by an illiberality of ſentiment and conduct, that the nobleſt 


and moſt generous paſſion of the human heart has no 
foundation but in ſelfiſhneſs. 


We cannot but be moſt ſenſible not ont of your delicacy, 


but even of your complimentary politeneſs towards our 
Country, in conſidering its conduct to its ancient Colonies 
in America, as redounding to its honour, by having pro- 
moted the cauſe of Liberty in France.—We rejoice that it 
has had that effect; bat without prying too deeply into the 
principles of our political councils, which produced it. Let 
us adore the wiſdom of Providence, which has thus worked, 
as it always does, good out of evil; and aſſure ourſelves, 
that they, who are now combining for the ſubverſion of the 
cauſe of Liberty, will, if its friends prove true to themſelves, 
become the Inſtruments of its perfect eſtabliſhment in France, 


and the extenſion of its bleſſings throughout their own 


Dominions. 


The ſympathetic cordiality, expreſſed by you at the 
unmerited treatment which the pious and ſcientific Dr. 


PRIESTLEY has met with, cannot but be moſt grateful to us, 
who conſider him one of the greateſt Luminaries of the Age; 
and, that he was ſo in fact, is plainly acknowledged by the 
Fanaticiſm under which he has ſuffered, which ever rages 
with more and more violence, in proportion to the merit 
and importance of the Object of its fury.—His ſufferings, 
therefore, are in the higheſt degree honourable to him 
that they are conſolitary, however great they may be, and 
pl-aſing to him, as a ſtrenuous lover of Truth, You, your- 
ſelves, Gentlemen, muſt be convinced of, by his triumph- 
ant aſſertion, which you have noticed in your Letter, 
« That the Authors of the Criminal Violence againſt him, had 
cc done more in four days for the progreſs of Reaſon, of Tole- 


* ration, and of Philoſophy, than all the writings of the 


cc wiſeſt 
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tc wiſeſt men had been able to effect in two Centuries.” And 


yet, Gentlemen, we muſt confeſs to you, that it is ſhameful 
that ſuch atrocious Acts ſhould have been committed by any 


People under any denomination of Chriſtians, at the end of 


the Eighteenth Century. 'That they ſhould be perpetrated and 
countenanced in England! which boaſts of its freedom, its 
knowledge, and its humanity, is abominable. In ſhort, as no 


excuſe can be attempted for the palliation of the iniquity of 


the Scene exhibited at Birmingham on the 14th of laſt July, 


let us turn our eyes with horror from it; and conclude, for 


our encouragement to perſevere in what is right, in the 
words which philoſophy dictated ta the glorious ſufferer in 
its cauſe *; 

“Violence is temporary; but Truth is eternal h 


Conhinced of this, be aſſured, Gentlemen, that we ſhall 
ever admire and applaud, in oppoſition to the barbarity of 
Fanaticiſm, and to the arrogance of Ariſtocratical power, 
the manly exertions you have made in the cauſe of Freedom, 
Juſtice, and Humanity ; ; and therefore that we ſhall ever 
glory in ſubſcribing ourſelves,

WE eſteem ourſelves happy to live in an Age when the 
principles of Philoſophy are ſpreading throughout the 


World, and promoting univerſal freedom and happineſs. 


Three thouſand years ago Plato aſſerted, that when Kings 
were Philoſophers the People would be free and happy; 
and your hero Rouſſeau, having diftated ſome exalted 
principles, applied the term Sovereign only to the State, 
when the Legiſlative and Executive were united (which 
likewiſe you ſo juſtly apply and uſe in the ſame ſenſe) ; for 
he did not think that any Prince but the moſt abſolute Deſpot 
ought to aſſume that title, other Princes having only the 
executive lodged in them. The Oceana is an excellent 
model of a Commonwealth. The Author (Harrington) 
diſtributes the People into Citizens or Freemen, then into 
Youth and Elders, divides the Country into Tribes, Hun- 
dreds, and Pariſhes.— The primary Electors to chooſe an 
intermediate body, who ſhall chooſe the Members of the 
Legiſlature and the Magiſtrates. —The moſt valuable im- 
provement ever made in the Repreſentative Syſtem. 

Harrington requires an abſolute n of the electing 
Aſſembly for every election. 

He directs that the Miniſters of the Goſpel ſhall be 

| choſen 
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choſen by the Pariſhioners of each Pariſh. He eſtabliſhes. 


a National- Religion, but allows liberty of conſcience and 
worſhip to as great a degree as the age in which he lived 
would bear. Harrington directs, that the Adminiſtrators of 
Juſtice, or Judges, ſhall be elected by the People. In his 
Book, entitled the Oceana, are the arguments on which the 
above Inſtitutions are founded; and the uluſtrious Author, 
from the diffidence peculiar to great minds, and not to be 


charged with novelty, appeals to antiquity almoſt at every 
ſtep.—It reſts with you to draw the parallel. 


Though Cromwell admired the Oceana, he ſaid, he 


could not give up what he had gained by his Sword, for the 
flouriſh of the Author's pen—tyrant like. What Plato finely 
imagined, Harrington nobly planned; Rouſſeau improved, 
and added character ; and you, generous Frenchmen ! agree- 
ing with Locke, that where Law ends Tyranny begins, 
and being ſtimulated by the reſiſtance the Engliſh Nation 
made to Tyrants, and ſeizing the ſacred flame of Liberty 
from America, have magnanimouſly brought it into execu-

To the Society of the Friends of the Conflitution at BERGERAC, 


Gentlemen, London, Feb. 3, 1792. 


THE Letter which you did us the honour to addreſs to 
our Society, on the 18th of laſt December, convinces us, that 
the animating ſpirit of Liberty is predominant at Bergerac— 
its cauſe muſt therefore be triumphant in France, where its 
principles prevail uni verſally from one end of the Kingdom to 


the other. —Yes, Gentlemen, tventy-five A lions of Peo- 


ple, 
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ple, marching under che Conſtitutional ieee Stand 
ard of the Nation, inſcribed with the words, « Liberty or 
Death!“ muſt keep in awe, and eventually cruſh, the tyranny 
of every ſpecies of Ariſtocracy at home; and tend to inſpire 
in the breaſt of every foreign mercenary, who may come in 
contact, or in conflict with you, the ſame generous and 
manly reſolution.

Your fraternal board of Civic 
feſtivity—your dance of Youth, your reſpectful reception of, 
and your ſolemn homage paid to your National Flag, in 
which the Arms of England, of the United States, and of 
Poland, were admitted, with ſo much honour to them, af- 
forded a fight, that muſt naturally intereſt all the ſpectators 
in the higheſt degree, when even We, at this diſtance, are 
enraptured with the bare recital of it. The whole tranſ- 
actions of the day are indeed intereſting to every man of ge- 
neroſity and benevolence; but, above all, your ſacred decla- 
ration of Union and Fraternity with England, the United 
States, and Poland, the only Nations avorthy of your Alliance, 
becauſe they are free; and your ſolemn reprobation of reli- 
gious Wars, were acts which muſt afford delight to all but 
to eccleſiaſtical and ariſtrocratical Tyrants.

| honoured, with the heroic founders of Liberty in France, 
and the formsof our Inſtitution, have wnited to occaſion 
us involuntary to delay till this time, expreſſing to you our 
thanks for your Letter of December 27.—We ſhould be 


highly unworthy of thoſe advantages which the courage of 


* our 
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our Anceſtors preſerved to us, did we not applaud the ſpi- 
rit and wiſdom which Frenchmen have ſhewn in deſtroying 
that deteſtable ſyſtem of Tyranny with which they have 
for ages been oppreſſed For the late happy change in your 
Government will produce the moſt beneficial· effects, not 
only to your own Country, but to all mankind. It will in- 


ſpire thoſe who are now deſtitute of political Freedom with 
an ardent reſolution to poſſeſs it, by demonſtrating to them 


its importance, and the facility with which a Nation may ac- 
quire it. Deſpotiſm appeared in no Country more power- 
fully protected than in France: An enthuſiaſtic-attachment 
to a race of illuſtrious Monarchs, a numerous and honourabie 
Nobility, with a gallant Army, Officered by the latter and 
apparently devoted to the former, fruſtrated among the 
friends of human nature, a very ſhort period ago, every plea- 
ung hope of your ever being able to emancipate yourſelves 
from ſervitude. —But thoſe great political truths which have 
been taught by the illuftrious ſages of every age, became, 
by degrees, in your Country, generally known and under- 
ſtood. And at the voice of a brave and informed People, 
every impediment to the eſtabliſhing of a Government, 


founded on the natural equality of Mankind, ſuddenly diſ- 


appeared, and now only exiſts in the fears of ignorance, and 
the hopes of depreſſed pride. Your example alſo will re- 
invigorate thoſe few Nations who, from the long poſſeſſion 
of Governments approximating to free, begin now, by the 
gradual and conſtant encroachments of their Chief Ma- 
giſtrates and Miniſters on the privileges of the People, to 
degenerate and loſe the ſpirit, whilſt they preſerve the 
forms of Liberty. It 's impoſſible thoſe who Hitherto have, 
ſometimes inſolently, boaſted of their monopoly of Free- 
dom, ſhould endure even the contempt of Slavery; ; they 
now will moſt aſſuredly preſerve, ſecure, and extend thoſe 
rights which hitherto have been their bleſſing and their pride.

And for * all Queſtions 
and Diviſions in this Realm, by Reaſon of 
any pretended Titles to the Crown, and 
for preſerving a Certainty in the Sueceſſion 


thereof, in and upon which the Unity, 


Peace, Tranquillity, and Safety of this Na- 
tion doth, under God, wholly conſiſt and 
depend, the ſaid Lords Spixitual and Tem- 
poral, and Commons, do beſeech their 
Majeſties that it may be enacted, eſtabliſh- 


ed, and declared, That the Crown and 


Regal Government of the ſaid Kingdoms 
and Dominions, with all and ſingular the 
Premiſſes thereunto belonging and apper- 


taining, ſhall be and continue to their 


ſaid Majeſties, and the Survivor of them, 
during their Lives, and the Life of the 
Survivor of them: And that the intire, 
"Ss perfect, 
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perfect, and full Exerciſe of the Royal 


Power and Government be only in, and 
executed by his Majeſty, in the Names of 
both their Majeſties during their joint 
Lives; and after their Deceaſes the ſaid 


Crown and Premiſſes ſhall be and remain 


to the Heirs of the Body of her Majeſty ; 
and for Default of ſuch Iſſue, to her Royal 
Highneſs the Princeſs Anne of Denmark, 
and the Heirs of her Body; and for De- 
fault of ſuch' Iſſue, to the Heirs of the 
Body of his ſaid Majeſty: And thereunto 
the {aid Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 
Commons; do, in the Name of all the 
People aforeſaid, moſt humbly-and faith- 
fully ſubmit themſelves, their Heirs and 
Poſterities for ever; and do faithfully pro- 
miſe, that they will ſtand to, maintain, and 


defend their ſaid Majeſties, and alſo the 


Limitation and Succeſſion ' of the Crown 
herein ſpecified and contained, to the ut- 
moſt of their Powers, with their Lives 
and Eſtates, againſt all Perſons what- 
ſoever that ſhall . my Thing to the 
contrary.

IX. And whereas it hath been found 
by Experience, that it is inconſiſtent with 
the Safety and Welfare of this Proteſtant 
Kingdom, to be governed by a-Popiſh 
Prince, or by any King or Queen marry- 
ing a Papiſt; the ſaid Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, do further pray 
that it may be enacted, That all and every 
Perſon and Perſons that is, are, or ſhall 
be reconciled to, or ſhall hold Communion 
with, the See or Church of Rene, or thall 
profeſs the Popith Religion, or ſhall marry 
a Papiſt, ſhall be excluded, and be for 
ever incapable to inherit, poſſeſs, or enjoy 
the Crown and Government of this Realm, 
and Vreland, and the Dominions thereunto 
belonging, or any Part of the ſame, or to 
have, uſe, or exerciſe any Regal Power, 
Authority, or Juriſdiction within the 
ſame; and in all and every ſuch Caſe or 
Caſes the People of theſe Realms ſhall be, 
and are hereby abſolved of their Allegi- 
ance; and the ſaid Crown and Govern- 
ment ſhall from Time to Time deſcend 
to, * * ** by ſuch Perſon or 
Perſons, 
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Perſons, being Proteſtants, as ſhould have 
Inherited and enjoyed the ſame, in Caſe 
the ſaid Perſon or Perſons ſo reconciled, 
holding Communion, or prafeſling, or mar- 
rying as aforeſaid, were naturally dead, 


KX. And that every King and Queen of 
this Realm, who at any Time hereafter 
ſhall come to and ſucceed in the Imperial 
Crown of this Kingdom, ſhall on the firſt 
Day of the Meeting of the firſt Parliament, 
next after his or her coming to the Crown, 
ſitting in his or her Throne in the Houſe 
of Peers, in the Preſence of the Lords 
and Commons therein aſſembled, or at 
his or her Coronation, before ſuch Perſon 
or Perſons who ſhall adminiſter the Coro- 
nation Oath to him or her, at the Time of 
his or her taking the ſaid Oath (which ſhall 
firſt happen) make, ſubſcribe, and audibly 
repeat the Declaration mentioned in the 
Statute made in the thirtieth Year of thc 
Reign of King CHARLES the Second, in- 
tituled, © An Act for the more effectual 
« preſerving the King's Perſon and Go- 

„ vernment, 
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« vernment, by diſabling Papiſts from 
« ſitting in either Houſe of Parliament.“ 
But if it ſhall happen that ſuch King or 
Queen, upon his or her Succeſſion to the 
Crown of this Realm, ſhall be under the 
Age of twelve Years, then every ſuch 
| King or Queen ſhall make, ſubſcribe, and 
audibly repeat the ſaid Declaration at his 
or her Coronation, or the firſt Day of the 
Meeting of the firſt Parliament as afore- 
ſaid, which ſhall firſt happen after ſuch 
King or Queen ſhall have attained the ſaid 
Age of twelve Years. 


l. All which their Majeſties are con- 
tented and pleaſed ſhall be declared; en- 
ated, and eſtabliſhed by Authority of 


this preſent Parliament, and ſhall ſtand, 


remain, and be the Law of this Realm 
for ever; and the ſame are by their ſaid 
Majeſties, by and with the Advice and 
Conſent of the Lords Spiritual and Tem- 
poral, and Commons, in Parliament af- 
ſembled, and by the Authority of the 
ſame, declared, enacted, and eſtabliſhed 
accordingly. |

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XII. And be it further declared and 
enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, that 
from and after this preſent Seſſion of Par- 
liament, no Diſpenſation by aon ob/tante 
of or to any Statute, or any Part thereof, 
ſhall be allowed, but that the ſame ſhall 
be held void and of no Effect, except 
a Diſpenſation be allowed of in ſuch Sta- 
| tute, and except in ſuch Caſes as ſhall be 
ſpecially provided for by one or more Bill 
or Bills to be paſſed during this preſent 
Seſſion of Parliament. 


XIII. Povided that no Charter, or 
Grant, or Pardon, granted before the 
three and twentieth Day of October, in 
the Year of our Lord One Thouſand Six 
Hundred Eighty-nine, ſhall be any ways 
impeached or invalidated by this Act, but 
that the ſame ſhall be and remain of the 
ſame Force and Effect in Law, and no 
other than as if this Act had never been 
made. 
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
